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Bag Limit For Ducks 
Reduced by Game Act 


The government Saturday re- 
leased terms of the 1946 Game 
Act which has been revised and 
contains numerous changes in- 
cluding a reduction in bag lim- 
its and seasons for duck, geese. 
rails and coots. 

In this section of the province 
the season opens on September 
14th. 

Bag limits are listed as fol- 
lows; geese five per day, 25 for 
the season; ducks, 15 per day. 
of which not more than eight 
may be of a species other than 
mallards, with a season total of 
shall 
have in his possession at any 
time more than 60 ducks . 

From Oct. 14 to Nov. 30 
ring neck cock pheasants may 
be shot to the extent of four 
per day and 24 for the season. 

A change affecting resident 
farmers is the decision to re- 
strict to their own farm terri- 
tory the hunting of game birds 
during the open season without 
licence or permit. Previously 
resident farmers were entitled 
to hunt game birds without per- 
mit or licence within three zones 
of the proyince providing they 
did so within the zone nearest 
their residence. 

Only important changes in 
the schedule of existing fees for 
resident and big 
games hunting are the raising 
of the resident licence fee from 
last years $3 to $5 for the pre-

By their very nature, there- 
fore, opposing ideologies must 
grapple with each other 
global “battle royal” until, by 
greater power of persuasion or 
achievement, one wins the oth- 
er, or subjugates the other by a 
greater force of arms. 

If democracy is just an idea 
it will fall before the passion 
and the plan of a robust ideo- 
logy. Even a bad plan is strong- 
er than none. But if democratic 
ideale really burn within us and 
we have an adequate plan, demo 
cracy itself becomes an ideology 
And it is sentimental nonsense 
to suppose that it can passively 
exist side by side with any oth- 
er. We must fight to make our

Christian democratic ideology 
supreme or lose it.

are two ways to fight. We may. 
fight with arms though, of its 
nature, democracy can only do 
this in defense against aggres- 
sion. Or we can fight to make 
democracy work so well in our

Live Stock Poisoning 


Dr. P. R. Talbot, provincial 
veterinarian for the Alberta de- 
partment of agriculture, advises 
special care at this time of year 
to prevent live stock losses 
from botulism or forage poison- 
ing. These terms are applied to 
a group of diseases caused usu- 
ally by some harmful germ or 
mould in the feed or water. 
Whenever animals become _ ill 
following a change in the char- 
acter of the feed or after 
drinking water that has become 
weannnnenenenneeaeaeaenrenrs eer e*® 
the world will want to adopt it. 
That is the one way in which 
democracy can wage “aggresive 
war.” The one alternative of 
those who otherwise would just 
deplore the passing of demo- 
cracy or who in “self defense” 
would plunge the world into 
atomic war.

for and guarded against. 

In almost all forms of 
group of diseases nervous sym- 
tome, staggering gait, sleepiness 
and giddiness are evident.

The Wheat Agreement 


ihe Government ot Canada 
has signed an agreement with 
Greate Britain by which Can- 
ada will supply Britain with 
slightly less than half of Can- 
ada’s export wheat at $1.55 for 
two years, $1.25 for the third 
year and $1.00 for the fourth 
year. 

This is almost a_ private 
agreement between our Cabin- 
et and Britain because neither 
Parliament nor our wheat grow- 
ers were consulted. $1.55 at 
the moment is from 50 to 60 
cents less than the world price. 
which Britain is now paying for 
American wheat. Some people 
thin kthat because Canada has 
just loaned Britain a billion and 
a quarter dollars on very cheap 
terms that our debt to Britain 
was balanced, and that there 
was therefore no need to give 
Britain a further subsidy 
amounting to about 80 million 
dollars a year for cheap wheat. 
Be that as it may, however, for 
my own part, I certainly feel if 
the Canadian government is pos 
sesser of a desire to subsidize 
Britain with such cheap wheat. 
that at least the additional sub- 
sidy should be paid by all the 
people of Canada and not paid 
alone by our wheat growers. 

This is all most unfair to the 
wheat growers and so is a mat- 
ter which should receive the im- 
mediate attention of our Provin 
cial Premiers.
